TO THE 


MASTLIER: 


Fter the Example of that excellent Grammarian 
Emanuel Alvarez, whom Verrepeus, Scioppius, and 
others of good judgment follow, there are here 
hrft laid down z#he Declenſions and Conjugations, 
as Rudiments or grounds, and the chiet materials 
of the Latine Tongue : wherein the young Scho- 

lar ought to be moſt accurately practiſed betore he enters npon the 

Art of Grammar it {clf. In the diſpoſal of theſe, as their Order 

is much differcnt trom the vulgar, and fairer ſet forth foruſe; {o 

I believe that upon trial it will be found to be-much more clear jn 

the method, and certainly in all points more perfeCt tor the advan- 

tage both of Teacher and Learner. For, firſt, all the Politive Ter- 
minations of the Latine Nouns are applicd to their proper Declen- 
lions, and the Gender agreeable to every Termination 1s athxed 
to it; {o that the Gender of every Noun 1s readily known with 
the Declentionz and exactly enough tor a young beginner, ex- 

cepting only the Third Declenſion, wherein yct the varicty of &x- 

amples ſerves ſufficiently at preſent to inſtruct a Chiid in the nature 

of this Declenſion and its Genders. And laſtly taking in that ſhore 
and general Rule of Signitication,The Male ts be Maſculine, and the 

Female Feminine in what Declenſion ſoever, the Gender of every 

Noun is clearly delivered, together with the Declenfion, even to 

the capacity of Children and their ſurhcicnt inſtruction without 

the Rules of Prypria que Maribus. The Common, Epicene, and 

Doubtful Genders ought not to be allowed in the Art, But indeed 

there are Nowns which may be called Common, Epicene, and 

Dombtfu! , as ſhall be taught in their due place. 

Betides the declining ot AdjeCtives is perfectly handled; and in 
the third Declenſion,cxamplcs are given for all varieties in the Ab» 
lative ingular,whether I, or Eonly : or E& I. In the Nominative 
Neuter Plural,whether A or 14, and in the Plural Genitive,whether . 
Um, ot Tim, in which Three _ their difficulty chizfly conliſts. 

: Now - 


Now Children are to be ſo exerciſed in decliuing of Subſtantives, 
and Adjectives, that they may at length be able to give readily in 
either Number any Caſe of a Noun upon demand ; and then with 
the like perteCnels they are to be practiſed to decline a Subſtantive, 
and an Adjcive together, to which end in every Declenſion (eve- 
ral Subſtantives aud Adjectives are ſubjoined to be ready at hand 
tor Matter and Scholar. By this practiſe there will inlenſibly be 
begotten in Children a fixt habit ot the Concord between Subſt 11- 
tv. and Aliefive. With the like diligence the Conjugations of 
Verbs are to be taught and learnt, that the Scholar may be able to 
ft the Pronoun Perton to the perſonal Termination ot the Verb in 
eny Nunib.r, Mood, or Tenſe required : Whereby the Cox:ord 
betwcen Subſtantive and Verb will likewile become habitual. And 
this practilc in Nounsand Verbs is to be made not only out of La- 
zine into Engliſb, but allo out of Engliſh into Latine , which is 
the dirc& entrance towards the making of Latine, and of great 
uſe to Children it rightly managed by the Maltcr. The want of 
this kind of Diſcipline in the beginning 1s undoubtedly the chief 
cauſe of the flow improycment we find of children in our com- 
mon Schools they bcing poſted through DN-tinictions, Diviſions, 
Rules upon Rulcs, of which things through the teuderncls of their 
years they can frame to themſelves no underſtanding 3 whillt the 
Rudiments which they can underitand and maſter, children bciny 
tar more ealily and readily inſtructed by Examples than by Pre- 
ccpts, are imperfealy and lightly taught them ; whereby they 
are for divers years atter every where ftymbling as in the dark. 

In the Conjugations the Paſſive torm directly aniwers to the 
Active, that in a view they may at pleaſure be compared together, 
As in the Declenſions, ſo in the Conjugatiqns the Type or Form 1s 
applicd to the Example, and what part of the Verb partakes of the 
Type is {ct forth in Italic Letters. When the Scholar is pertcCt in the 
Examples of Nouns and Verbs laid down, then is he to be made to 
take notice of the Form annexed, and to be ſhown where the Exam- 

le agrees with the Form,and thereby be taught to otder any other 
= Verbaccordingly, without thinking that he Tearns a new 
- thing, but only applics another Example to the fame Form which 
he in his firſt Example hath tacitely learnt already. And here Chil; 
dren, who at firſt take the Example to be the very Decleniion or 
Conjugation it {elf, are now to be inſtructed that the Form is truly 
the Neclention or Conjugation, and that what they have eu 13 
Mr 


but an Example of that Form. Every Example is here written fully 
out, not contractedly as in the vulgar : for what Children ought 
to learn, they are to read; and what they are to read,ought to be 
written, and laid plainly before their Eyes. 

Sum, as Captain, advances before the whole Order of Verbs,and 
ought-to be tirlt taught, though the Compounds may if you pleaſe 
be paſſed by till the Conjugations be learnt. The reſt of the 1wrregu- 
lar Verbs are reduced to their proper Conjugations with as much 
regularity as they are capable of. 

Laſtly, the Prepoſitions are inſerted among the Rudiments, be- 
cauſe their number is certain and few.and that they may with much 
advantage to children be put into prelcut ule by a diſcreet Maſter. 

In the Grammar it ſelf, which tollows theſe Rudiments, moſt 
things are otherwiſe dilpoſed than in the common Grammar, that 
they might be better fitted for uſe. Lily grounded bis Rules of the 
Gender upon the A-cent of the Genitive Caſe. It was a contrivance 
wholly his own, and partly tor their novelty, partly for their terf- 
ncl5 and brevity, wherein they very much excelled all of his time, 
they were Julily received. Had he pleaſed to have tramed his Rules 
upon the received grounds of Termination,rather than to have in- 
dulged to his own tancy, fo great was his Learning, ſo happy a dex- 
tcrity he had in verſitying, that I believe they had not been to be 
mended in thele or any other times. But becauſe upon due inlpe- 
Etion the Mark, of the Gender taken from the Accent of the Geni- 
tzve Caſe 15 remote and intricate, and not at all fo ready at hand, as 
that from the Termination of the Nominative, theretore divers of 
late have with good ſucceſs attempted Rules upon this old founda- 
tion, wherein Weſtminſter School hath been moſt happy. After that 
pattern, we have allo drawn owr Rules of the Gender cither from 
the ſignification of the Noun in things of Sex, whether trze, as in 
Animals, or fezgzed as in Gods, Goddcilcs, &c. or Analogical as in 
Cities, Trees, &c. or elle from the Termination of the Nominative 
Caſe inall other things void of Sex. With what exactneſs, perlpi- 
cuity and brevity this is done I ubmit to the judgment of others. 

The irregular Nouns are reduced to their Declentions : And 
thoſe which are ozly Plurals are ranked Alphabetically, that a re- 
courſe may be had unto them upon occation. It ſeemed needleſs to 
lay down thoſe which are oxly Singplays, becauſe that in common 
Senle they axe unapt to be made Plurals, fo that Children can 
hardly commit ay {rar thercin, and are therefore not to be trou- 
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At in preſenti, &c. is wholly laid aſide, and the Verbs themſelves 
with their Compounds,which any way difter from the 11mple Verb, 
are placed initcad thereot,with that order and eafinefs that a Child 
of eight years of age with a {mall direction from the Matter ſhall 
better enable himſclt to give an account of the Preterpertect Tenſe 
and Supincs of every Verb of the Third Conjugation, and of all the 
Irregulars of the other Three, than One of twelve ſhall be able, not 
withoat great paius of the Maſter alſo, to underſtand thoſe harſh 
Rules delivercd in ſuch rugged & forctVerles. Yet to give them their 
due, they are incomparably the beſt, that were ever extant in that 
kind. Howlocver 10 it is, that theſe Rules are tull as long,and with- 
out compariion ſo much harder to be learnt than the Verbs then» 
{clves,tor wholc-\ake thoſe Rules were contrived,that upon this rea- 
ſon alone, though there be many more, to continue (till the uſe of 
them ſeems very unreaſonable. Nay fo plainly here are ſet forth 
the Preterperfed Tenſe and Supines of Verbs, that they arc as eaſily 
learnt by Children as the Conjugations themſelves, and may aptly be 
taught next after them; and herein Children are very early made ac- 
quainted with the chiefeſt words of the Latine Tongue, and eatily be- 
come maſters of hitherto the molt difficult part ot the Grammar. 

The Syntax 1s 1n many things altered & much ſhorter than the vul- 
gar: What ſcemed luperfluous or too curious for the Obſervation of 
Boys is cut of. Suthcient it is to enable them to give by rule a gram } 
matical account ot a LatineAuthor. When they come to riper years, 
ſo that they can rcad a Syntax with a right and perfe& judgment 
which I have found by experience,cannot well b: donetil they have 
paſs'd through a courle of Logick,then it they intend an exactneſs in 
compoling ot Latine & tramung a ſiyle, I ſhall advile them to peruſe 
carctully the claborateSyntaxes of Voſſins,Farnaby,Alvarez, Linacer, 
& if they pleaſe to be very critical therein,of Sczoppims alſo.But that 
which mult perfect all in this kind is the diligent reading and ob- 
ſerving of good Authors,chietlyTwly,Ceſar,Virgil and Terence: and Y 
this allo not without conſtant exerciſe in compoling and writings 

Proſodiaislett indifferent to be accepted or retulcd. 

Now what entertainment this work 15 likely to receive from thoſe 
Schoolmaſters who are acquainted but with one only way and think 
Lily to be all the world,I eaſily conceive. Howloever it was writ,to= 
gether with divers other Effays, in order to facilitate the Greek 
Tongue likewiſe,for a private ule, out ofthe tender care ofa Father 
towards his Son, and it has obtained its end. Afterwards upon en-
